In April of the year 1847 E. B. Wash* 
bnrne, then of Galena, made the follow­ 
ing speech at the Cou rt Hou se in this 
city. 
He su ggests General Taylor as the 
Whig presidential candidate. 
It will be 
read with interest: 
It is alleged that General Taylor is a 
mere soldier and that a man fresh from 
the battle field is disqu alified for the dis­ 
charged of any civil du ty. 
People who 
profess to revere the memory of the iiu 
mortal father of his cou ntry, and who 
hold in gratefu l recollection the memory 
of General Jackson, hold u p their hands 
in holy horror at General Taylor and de 
nou nce him as a military chieftan. Gen­ 
eral Taylor is a soldier, my fellow citi 
zens, eminent and distingu ished. 
If it be 
a crime that he has faithfu lly served his 
cou ntry in the field for forty years au d 
sheil u ndying glory u pon the arms of a 
nation; if it be a crime that he has been 
u pon ou r frontiers away from the ease 
and blandishments of refined society, pro­ 
tecting ou r citizens from the tomahawk 
and scalping knife of the merciless Indian 
savage, then is lie gu ilty. 
Let him re­ 
ceive the pu nishment; let him be ostra­ 
cised; let him be debarred from holding 
any civil office or exercising any civil 
privilege. 
Let the people be told that al­ 
thou gh they may love this man and wou ld 
reward him with the highest office in tlieir 
gift, that it is dangerou s for them to vote 
for him becau se he is a military man. 
Is 
there anything ju st or philosophical in 
the notion that the military professional 
has su ch an influ ence u pon the character 
as the opponents of General Taylor wou ld 
have u s believe? 
Where there is a lu st 
for power, or conqu est, or where there’s 
a lawless ambition in the heart, the pos­ 
sessor will seek to gratify these passions 
by all th 3 means in his pow’er, whether 
that possessor be in the army or in the 
walks of civil life. 
Bu t did we see these 
things in Washington, or do we see them 
in the character of General Taylor? Have 
you ever heard General Taylor being 
gu ilty of any ou trage in act or speech? 
Ever gu ilty of any arbitrary cqndu ct? or 
ever entrenching u pon the rights of oth­ 
ers? No. 
Always calm, always su bmis 
sivc to the dictate of every du ty, au d al 
ways tender of the rights of others. There 
are no traits in his character so striking 
as his ju stice, his goodness, and his mod­ 
eration. 
Is it ju st to exclu de a man from 
the civil lists becau se he has won a sword 
and a name in the service of his cou ntry? 
Is it the doctrine that all military men are 
to be proscribed? 
Is it to be proclaimed 
that after a man u nsheaths Ins sword 
in 
the defence of his cou ntry, that his cou n­ 
trymen are to forever close the civil lists 
u pon him? That doctrine will never do. 
We do not pu t forward the claims of Gen­ 
eral Taylor merely becau se of the lau rels 
he has achieved in many a 
well-fou ght 
field, thou gh we contend he has there 
evinced tho elements of tru e greatness. 
Bu t we earnestly protest against these 
great su ccesses in arms being u sed against 
him. 
Take away the glitter of the sabre, 
which it is said alone covers him, 
wc find 


sparing Mercy that we only liSu rd it. 
For more thau one hu ndred and fifty 
yeti! s after these words were spoken 
Charleston wh* spared, and then came 
the awlu l roar foretelling su ch a calamity 
as not even the imagination of tnis colon­ 
ial preacher u ad pictu red as among possi­ 
bilities.

ABOLISH THE MIDDLEMEN. 


A flchcmt To Bo Iatro4« e« 4 at the 
Richmond Convention That Mm n Big 
Future Before V» If It WoTke—Wiscon­ 
sin Given Another State Ticket to Vote 
for—Edmund* on Current Topics* 


Baltimore , Sept 
17.—At the genera} 
meeting of the Knights of Labor to be held 
in Richmond next month, there « rill be sub­ 
mitted a gigantic plan looking to the lessen­ 
ing of the cost of everything, either manufac 
tured or produced, that is used and consumed 
by the great mass of the people. The project 
comprises the establisment at the outset of a 
great central depot in New York city, to be 
controlled by the general executive board of 
the Knights of Labor, with sub-bureaus or 
depots later in the various cities to bi used as 
an agent nr intermediary in the transaction 
of business between the producer and con­ 
sumer, and the distribution of goods, thus 
doing away with the hundreds and thou­ 
sands of commission merchants and brokers 
engaged in the transfer of the commodities 
of life from the mills, factories, etc., to the 
homes of the toiling mass js. 
To illustrate; The shoe store at which the 
workingman deals would be required to or­ 
der its goods from the central bureau in New 
York, or from the sub-bureau in its own 
city. 
The central dep ot w ill have arrange­ 
ments with co-op erative shoe manufnotories, 
or with the shoe manufacturers favorable to 
labor, for a large and constant sup p ly ol 
boots and shoes at a fair p rofit to sut h manu­ 
facturer, and can ship them to the dealer, 
from whom the workingman buys direct, at 
the same cost, p lus slight charges for trans­ 
p ortation, thus enabiing.the last dealer to sell 
at a large reduction on the p rice charged 
now by reason of the goods having to p ast 
through so many hands before reaching tin 
consumer. 
The same p lan, it is argued, if it works well 
in the shoe trade, must work equally well ii: 
the hat trade, groceries, clothing, and, in fact 
everything that the workingman is in need of. 
Then, again, it is claimed that the centra! 
bureau, necessarily becoming a vast ship p er 
of freight, the railroads and other transp orta 
tion comp anies would, in order to ap t its im 
mense business, give sp ecial rates, anil in the 
way make an additional saving to the con 
sumer. 
The scheme is as yet in embryo, but 
by the time the convention meets in Rich 
mond it w ill be in shap e to p resent to that 
body for consideration. 


WISCONSIN LABOR CONVENTION. 


A Fem inine D eleg ate Scores the Press— 
The Ticket and Platform . 
Madison , Wis., Sep t. 17.—The state labor 
convention was held a t Neenah Thursday 
afternoon and evening. 
Only 150 delegates 
out of the 207 entitled to seats were p resent. 
Mrs. Juliet Severance, wife of a Milwaukee 
dancing master, was the only female delegate, 
and she made a vigorous sp eech, In which she 
scored the p ublic p ress, and The Chicago 
Times p articularly. A. F. Powell, Mayor of 
LaCrosse, was a consp icuous figure, while J. 
O. Fitzgibbons, of Marinette, and Robert 
Schilling, of Milwaukee, took a p rominent 
p art in the p roceedings. The convention p re­ 
sented a resp ectable and determined ap p ear­ 
ance. 
Bouck’s refusal to be the Democratic 
nominee for congress acted as a wet blanket 
on the convention, which stood ready to in­ 
dorse him. 
E. A. Eagery, of Racine, was 
elected Chairman, and Theodore Fritz, of 
Milwaukee, secretary. 
The p latform adop ted looks with alarm on 
the aggressiveness of cap italists and declares 
that corp orations will, unless checked, p au- 
I>erize the toiling masses; demands that rail­ 
way, telegrap h, telep hone and coal comp anies 
I** controlled by the government; denounces 
mob violence and tbedast system of terrorism 
as inaugurated by the Rep ublican p arty of 
the state in its p latform; demands the weekly 
p ayment of wages to laborers in legal money, 
and holds that all p ublic lands should l» e re­ 
served for actual settlers; that an emp loyers' 
liability law should be enacted; that fewer 
hours should be demanded of laborers, and 
1 iece work be abolished as for as p ossible. 
.After a resp ite for lunch the convention, 
by a vote of 217 to $6Vnominated John C<x*h- 
rane, of Dodge county, for governor.
